It consists of a scries of lateral cylinders, and 


occupies little more than hnlf the spat d of thc 
American machine with which thc Pntrfc is 
printed, coata k-ss than half thc money paid for 
that, Knd is free frgm thc cord« and tape* which 
so frequently throw that machine out of nction. 
Thc number of men employed for each of thcge 
machines is three. The printing is from stcreo- 
type> not from the metallic type, nnd thc num- 
ber of copies thrown off by'onc machine per 
hour is 15,000. Each cylinder carries n contin- 
uous sheet equal to 2,0^0 copies of a journal. 
and each copy is cut offb^y the machine nnd lol- 
dcd. The paper is not dctmpcd ; the impression 
is superior to any produced on a damped pa- 
per. Thc stereotyping is an almost miraculous 
process. In thc ordinary course of stereotyping 
several hours are required ; litre it is thc work 
of fifteen minutes. A few sheets of tissue pa- 
per arc placed together and passed upon tin} 
lormj containing the dvpcs. Thus the mold is 
formed, and thc metfcTis pourd upon it, and aa 
soon as it is cold the' 'Htereotypcs arc ready for 
thc cylinder. Thus*the wear and jttiartof ]typc 
is avoided, and a fount of type will of course be 
as perfect at thc end of a year as at the f om- 
mcnccmei.t of it.
